Incident of tre Fredericksburg Battle 
—A Brave: Sergeant.— It .may be remember¬ 
ed that, at the battle of Chau Lilly, in July last, 
Sergeant Thomas Plunket, of West Boylston, 
Mass., a member of Co. E., 2Lst ’regiment, 
captured a rebel picket, himself being, at the 
tune, unarmed, and performed other acts of 
successful bravery, which were duly recorded 
at the time. The brave though unfortunate 
fellow was equally daring at the battle ol 
Fredericksburg. While the 21st regiment was 
charging the enemy’s batteries, on that san- 
#xinary day, the color sergeant was shot, and 
the oulors leli to tlie ground. Sergeant Plun¬ 
ket gallantly seized and bore them to the very 
front of the battle, where he, too, was shot.— 
Both his arms huve since been amputated, 
one above and the other below the elbow. A 
book, in the breast pocket of his coat, saved 
him from instant death. Hys recovery is con¬ 
sidered doubtful. This was the ninth, battle 
through which he lias passed,'and he has done 
his duty bravely and nobly in them all. Should 
he survive, his merits should not be forgotten.

That guerilla chief, John Morgan, has made 
another raid into Kentucky. He entered Glas¬ 
gow on Wednesday, w:ith a force of three 
thousand cavalry. He wus opposed by three 
companies of the 2 d Michigan cavalry, but 
the latter finally fell buck to Mumfordsville.— 
On Thursday, the rebels, who had advanced 
to Bear Wallow, near Cane City, were attack¬ 
ed by u force of our troops, and driven off, af¬ 
ter damaging the railroad to some extent at 
Glasgow Junction. 

A battle has, probably, been fought, cre¬ 
tins, at Murfreesboro, Tenn., where the rebels 
have been massing their forces, intending to 
attack Nashville. Gen. Rosecrans, with his 
army, was in sight of the rebels on the 130 1)1 
ult., and tiring had commenced. Our forces 
were anxious to engage them. 

Since the above was written we lenrn that 
Gen. Kosecrnns has taken Murfreesboro, the 
rebels retreating without a battle,’ Gen. Rose¬ 
crans, however, lost a wagon train which was 
following in his rear.

ie River, the main body ol his army having ; 
reached Holly Springs several days ago. It is 
now supposed that he will open the .Memphis j 
and Charleston Railroud to Grand Junction 1 
and establish his base of supplies at Memphis. ! 
* .Over 100 tons of ammunition was shipped 
from Columbus, Kentucky, on Wednesday, 
Dec. 24, to the army of the Mississippi.

A Great Project on Foot. —It is stated 
that, by' constructing a Canal, about three- 
firths of a mile in length, from Big Stone 
Lake to Lake Truver, 6 tt-amboats from St. 1‘aul 
could nnrigate both the Minnesota River and 
the Red River of the North to I.Bke Winni¬ 
peg, a distance of 700 mdcs! The country 
traversed by these rivers is surpassingly fertile, 
and capable of sustaining a dense population. 
Lake Winnipeg is larger than Lake Ontario, 
and receives the Sas-katch-a-wan River from 
the wist. The Sas-katch-a-wan ltiver is nav¬ 
igable to a point (Edmonton House) near the 
ltoeky Mountains, 700 miles west of Lake 
Winnipeg, and only 150 miles cast of the cel¬ 
ebrated gold diggings on Frazer River, in 
British Columbia. The digging of that one 
mile of canal would, therefore, enable a steam¬ 
boat at New Orleans to pass into Lake- Win¬ 
nipeg, and from thence to Edmonton House, 
some 5,000 miles ! A bill bus been introduced 
into the Senate, which makes provision for the 
building of the canal. 


No Cards.— It is becoming quire common 
now, in New York, to append to marriage no¬ 
tices in the paper-, “No cards sent;’’ thus ob¬ 
viating the misunderstanding and offence 
which would, necessarily, arise among friend- 
and acquaintances from a want of knowledge 
of the fact, and escaping the responsibility of 
the omissions and discriminations always in¬ 
cident to the custom. 


A California Steamer Captured by the 

Alabama. -The Vanderbilt steamer Ariel, 

which arrived at New York, from Aspinwall, 
on Saturday night, on her outward trip, was 
captured by the pirate Alabama, on the 7th 
inst., near the east end of Cuba. She was de¬ 
tained until the 10 th, and then allowed to pro¬ 
ceed on her voyage, after givingsa ransom bond 
in the sum of $228,000. SheVad on board a 
quantity of arms and ammunition, which was 
taken out by the Alabama, and a detachment 
of one hundred and twenty marines, who were 
pajyded. Among the plunder taken was $ 8 ,- 
000 in “greenbacks,” belonging to Wells, Far¬ 
go, & Co. The pirate seems to have overtaken 
the Ariel with the greatest ease.. Such cap¬ 
tures as this will stir the blood of our people a 
little, and, perhaps, influence a private enter¬ 
prise for the capture of the pirate, as it is evi¬ 
dent that our navy will never do it. 


Mexico. —Official information has reached 
Washington that the condition of the French 
army of invasion in Mexico is most critical.— 
Its rtifiks are being thinned by sickness and 
the want of wholesome food, and it is said 
that agents have been sent to this count^ to 
obtain supplies—the furbishing of which has 
been protested against by the Mexican Minis¬ 
ter. It is understood, however, that Sgcreta- 
rv Seward declines to interfere.

A Narrow Escape.— Lieut. N. F. Bond, of 
Ware, who is 1st Lieut, of Co. K., 31st Reg., at 
New Orleans, had a very narrow escape troui Ic¬ 
ing either killed or taken prisoner, and, after¬ 
wards, front starvation. In a letter to his father, 
Mr. Benjamin Boud, of Ware, he gives a particu¬ 
lar account of the whole affair, which would be an 
interesting Narration to publish. It appears that, 
on the 10th ult., Lieut. Bond was sent on picket 
duty, with 20 men. The officer who preceded 
him had left and withdrawn all the pickets previ¬ 
ous to the arrival of Lieut. B. It was 12 miles, 
through a huge swamp, to the picket station.— 
Having arrived, the men, being very hungry and 
weary from their march and long fasting, were 
soon scattered and engaged in various duties, par¬ 
ticularly to prepare some food. While in this 
condition, they were attacked by a body of rebels, 
who were in two sections, each of which fired a 
volley at our men aud then took shelter in the 
bushes. As soon as possible, Lieut. B. got his 
men together, and. forming them, returned fire. 
Many of the guns having been wet badly in get- j 
ting through the swamp, they did but little execu- | 
tion. Lieut. B. then ordered a charge, himself 
leading. After proceeding a short distance, he j 
found but few of his men following him, when he 
returned to the house. Seme of the men, whose 
guns could not be discharged, had already fled to 
th^swamps, and, the rebels moving to surround 
him, Lieut. B., after they had fired several shots 
at the rebels, told the others to take care of thetn- 
sehes, Lieut. B. aud one of his men secreted 
themselves in some bushes and evaded being cap¬ 
tured by the rebels, but they became lost, and 
were wandering through the 'swamp 72 hours be¬ 
fore they trrrived at camp, and were without food I 
SO hours.

Mediation. 

We have another rumor of mediation by the | 
French Emperor. Official instructions, it is ; 
said, have been sent to Washington, to suggest 
that Commissioners from the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and from the Rebels be appointed, 
meet on neutral ground, to confer upon terms 
of peace end mutual concession. It is not j 
proposed that an armistice shall be made while 
this conference is in progress. As the rumor 
comes from several independent sources, it is, 
probably, Dot without foundation. If true, it 
is, in effect, only a proposition to the bellig¬ 
erents to settle their difficulties by a Congress 
of their own. If rejected, or if accepted and 
followed by no settlement, there is still left to 
the Emperor the alternative of offering his 
own friendly offices. Would it not he a wise 
course for our tiovernment to give the Emper¬ 
or to understand that no offer of mediation, 
whatever, will be acceptable? Until this is 
done, we shall be continually han-assed by ru¬ 
mors of intervention, and the rebels will be 
encouraged by them. 

Since the above was put in type the rumor 
of mediation takes shape in published corres¬ 
pondence on the subject between the French 
secretary on Foreign Affairs and secretary 
Seward. The suggestion of the French secre¬ 
tary is as above stated, and the reply of secre¬ 
tary Seward gives the Government of France 
to understand that we cannot for a moment 
listen to any such proposition.

than'fifty acres upon which he is dependent 
for supp ort.

The Ifcw Currency Bill. 

The New National Currency bill whiqh Con¬ 
gress has been debating so long passed the 
Senate on Thursday, last week. It provides 
for the appointment of a comptroller, specifics 
his'duties, and makes the necessary regula¬ 
tions for flie government of his office. It cre¬ 
ates banking associations, to be organized as 
corporate bodies, with not less than five per¬ 
sons constituting the association in any case ; 
shows how they are to be organized and gov¬ 
erned, provides the proper safeguards and re¬ 
strictions, kc. These institutions may pur¬ 
chase, hold, and dispose of real estate. Be¬ 
fore any institution can commence business it 
must transfer to the Treasury of the United 
States bonds of not less than one-third of 
the amount of the capital stock paid in. On 
complying with these conditions the institu¬ 
tions will be entitled to receive from the comp¬ 
troller bills of different denominations in 
amount equal to the capital stock already paid 
in. The amount of these circulating notes is 
not to exceed $300,000,000, and they are to 
be distributed throughout the States, Terri¬ 
tories and District of Columbia, upon the ba¬ 
sis of representative population. The comp¬ 
troller, under the direction of the treasurer, is 
to provide plates, engravings, etc., for making 
these bills or notes. These notes are to be 
held at par throughout the United States. A 
tax of one per cent, is to be paid by these 
banks to the government semi-annually, in 
July and January. The bank officers are to 
make regular and accurate returns of their 
transactions to the proper authorities. No 
notes but such as aro provided for in this bill 
will be allowed to be put into circulation by 
these banks. The bill further provides rules 
for the government of these institutions in 
detail, and at much length, affixing certain 
penalties for any violations of luw, such as the 
public safety demands. The bill contains 
some sixty-three sections.

The War in Mexico. —We lyive advices 
front Mexico tq the 20th u’lt., u-hich are im¬ 
portant. Congress adjourned on the 15th, 
with the full determination of prosecuting the 
Bar against the French to the bitter end. The 
French, contrary to the reports B-htch have 
before reached us by B ay of Havana, had not 
advanced upon I’uebla,'but were still at Pal¬ 
mar, thirty miles distant, unable to move for 
lack of teams and mules.

The conscription act is as nearly impartial 
as a bill could well be formed. It enrolls ev¬ 
ery able-bodied male citizen, white or black, 
between the ages of 20 and 45, who are liable 
to be called into service for three years. This 
enrolment consists of two classes, one em¬ 
bracing all able-bodied single men between 
20 and 45 years of age, and all married men 
between 20 and 35. This class must first be 
exhausted by the draft before men with fami¬ 
lies, over 35 years of age, can be taken. Un¬ 
less our armies arc largely increased beyond 
their present size, the first class will furnish 
all the troops necessary for two or^threeyears. 
Substitutes may be furnished or commutation 
made not to exceed three hundred dollars. 

Exempts include only the Vice President of 
the United States, heads of Executive Depart¬ 
ments, United States Judges, Governors of 
States, only son of an indigent widow, or in¬ 
firm parent, or one such son, where there are 
two or more, to be selected by the parent, also 
the only brother of orphan children under 
twelve years, also ' the father of motherless 
children of the same age ; and where two of a 
family are in military service the remainder of 
such family, not exceeding two, shall be ex¬ 
empt. No person convicted of felony shall be 
enrolled or permitted to serve. 

The bill also provides that volunteers now 
in service who re-enlist for one year shall have 
a bounty of $50, one hulf paid down ; those 
. who enlist for two’ years receive $25 of the 
regular $100 bounty. There are also provis¬ 
ions for the consolidation of skeleton regi¬ 
ments ; also that generals in the field may ex- 
emite court-martial sentence against spies, de¬ 
serters, mutineers or murderers, without ref¬ 
erence to the President; courts-mRrtial may 
reduce absentee officers to the ranks ; clothing, 
arms, &c., shall not be sold, pledged or given 
away, and may be taken wherever found m il¬ 
legal hands ; persons who entice soldiers to 
desert, or harbor them, or buy thejr arms or 
uniforms, and ship captains or railroad con¬ 
ductors who knowingly convey deserters may 
be fined $500 and imprisoned from six months 
to two years: Any person who resists a draft 
■ or counsels others to do so, or dissuades them 
from performing military duty, shall be sum¬ 
marily arrested, locked up until the draft is 
finished, then be tried by a civil court, and 
fined $500, or imprisoned two years, or both. 

It is reported that soon after the bill goes 
into effect a call for more troops will be made, 
and the machinery for drafting will be put in¬ 
to operation. It appears necessary that this 
should be done, as the time of the two years’ 
soldiers expires in May, and that of thc nine 
months' men in July.

But a large majority of those accepted as 
pensioners are only partially disabled, and the 
amount of pension is rated according to their 
disability, which nlay be one-fourth, one-third, 
one-half, two-thirds, three-fourths, &c. The 
disability is based on the proportion which the 
effects of a wound received or diseease contract¬ 
ed in the public service, actually disables one 
from obtaining a livelihood.
